All the waters of the famous rivers of antigaity, 
which are renowned in song and story, and a6 
familiar as household words to ue in the New 
World, if united in one stream, would not make 
& water course equal to the Mississippi, of which 
the world as yet knows comparatively nothing. 
But the “rivers of Macedon” will be forgotten 
by and-by, when the mighty Mississippi will be 
rolling im its grandeur, and made the theme of 
poems, and the subject of piemres. Men have 
now bat begun to talk about it, and visit the vast 
solitudes of primeval forests which clothe its 
banks Magnificent cities have yet to rise by ite 
waters, and bundreds of millions of human beings 
te people the valleys which have been eariched 
by it. The whole region of the Mississippi is an 
exaggeration of Nature, as respects the Old 
World; and it is no wonder that men who emi- 
grate thither, or are born there, conceive magni- 
ficent ideas, and project stupendous works which 
the tamer iphabitants of the East regard as hy- 
perbdolical. Perhaps one of the most character- 
istic instances of the tendency to grandeur of 
thought among our countrymen, is afforded by 
the panorama of Banavard, the vagabond artist, 
now almost as famous as the subject of bis -A-/ 
@owere on canvass. He went to the South Weat 
an undistinguished lad in quest of fortune, and 
mo sooner saw the mighty father of waters rolling 
his impetmous food throug! thousands of miles 
to the sea, than he conceived the idea of painting 
& portrait of the river three miles in length’ 
Hitherto artists had bsen content to paint views 
of nature on bits of canvass not bigger than «

pocket bandkerehief, but Banvard was inspired 
by the Genius of the West, to attempt a picture 
bearing some prepogtion im size to the object be- 
fore him. With the boldness of youth, and the 
andacity of genius, be commenced his work, 
which bas been long piuce fluished, aduired, be- 
come famous, and q@gpichod the painter. Since 
such signal success attended the efforts of Ban-— 
vard, others have @tetmpted similar works, and 
some have been sueeéssful, but many more have 
failed. The present has become an age of »ano- 
ramas. We have milles and miles of canvass re- 
presenting everywhere and everything, and poo- 
ple go of an to make & voyage on can- 
vass to Europe, up the Rbine, Round the World, 
to California, and on a Whaling Voyage. Therd 
is much merit ia many of these picture voyages, 
and the multitade get a good deal of information 
by such means, of foreign countries, and have 
not the troujle and expense of travel, or the 
labor of reading. If Defoe had lived im these 
days, he would probably have painted the adven- 
tures of Robinson Crusoe on canvass ten miles 
jong, and Captain Cook would have saved bis 
life by circumnavigating the globe with a pallette 
and paint brush. 

Bat all this has nothing to do with the Blutts of 
Semla, altboagh the Blofts of Semis and our rea 
ders are indebted to a panorama for the pictorial 
représeutation of this remarkable point on the 
Mississippi. Mr. Banvard carried bis three miles 
of Mississippi scenery to London, where he has 
met with distinguished success in exhibiting the 
big river to the Cockneys; and artists go there to

make sketches of the scenes as they would go to 
nature, and enrich their portfolios with views of 
promineat points of interest on the Mississippi, 
without even leaving the sound of Bowbells.— 
From one of the sketches so made by an English 
artist, has been copied this view of the Blufls of 
Semis. Those who have passed the spot on the 
deck of a steamboat, will at once recognise the 
scouracy of the sketeh, and may be incredulous 
of the fact that it was by an artist who had never 
seca it. 

There is an air of romantic about 
Banvard's although it is of little value 
as a work of art, which affects the spectator like 
reading the high wrought and romantic deacrip- 
tions of the river in Chateaubriand’s Atala. 

No satisfactory account has yet been given of 
the cause of the arched excavations in the Biufls 
of Semla. It is difficult to conceive that they 
are the work of men's hands, and quite as dim. 
cult to imagine any cause that would pro-

rather suggested, that the arched markings may

These close and interesting analysis, afford us» 
mach light upon the constitution of coal ash, 
evabie the chemist who has studied these sub- 
jects, to say at once and with confideace that this 
ash i of some value as & manure, and should by 
all means be so applied in cases where it can lx 
oltaimed cheaply. 


Of the white ash 3.74 Ibs. in 100 were soluble 
im water, and in the red ash 535. Besides thir 
there was a farther and larger portion suluble ip 
acids, amounting in the white ash to 7.55 Ibs. ip 
100, and im the red ash to 8 00 Ibs. This latte: 
class uf substances camaut be considered as im 

rtheless gradually 4 1p 
soluble im the soil, thus affording s constant sep 
ply for a long period. 

Oa referring to the table, we see that the 
greater pert of each ash is insoluble in esids ; thes 
part consists chiefly of silica, slomina, and iron 
and thus the great bulk of these ashes is imactive 
as « fertilizer; the remainder as we shall find, ix 
of more importance. It will be noticed that the 
quantity of lime and magnesia taken together. 
amounts in each case to about 2} percent. A 
portion of this lime was in combination with sul- 

acid, forming the common gypsum or plas 
ter of Paris. The potash and soda were doubt 
less chiefly combined with the phosphoric acid 
and with the trifling quantity of chlorine. The 
very copsiderable per centage of soiuble silica in 
the red ash, is worthy of attention as a curious 
fect. 

In looking at the nature of these results, we 
may draw the general conclusion, that in the ash 
of anthracite cva!, calling these fair specimens, 
we have in every 100 Ibs. from 4 to & lbs. of 
valcable inorganic material, of a nature suitable 
for adding to suy coll requiring maneres. This 
is the perfectly pare ash ; as we ordinarily fied i: 
there is mixed a greater or less proportion of asl. 
from the wood or charcoal, used im kindling the 
fires. There is withont doubt enongh of this, iv 
all ordinary cases, to add cousiderably to the 
richness of the ashes. Bat even if we take them 
in their pure state, as represented by the above 
analyses, we can see that they are well worth col- 
lecting, and that when applied in considerable 
quantity they may be expected to produce a de 
cided effect. Indeed I have reports already a» 
to the experience of several practical men, who 
bave used them with much advantage. 

An analysis of the ast from bituminous coal 
has just been completed in this laboratory, by 
Mr. G. W. Weyman, of Pittsburg, Pa. 1 do not 
insert it here, as it is to make its first appearance 
elsewhere. I may state, bowever, in geners! 
terms, that this ash has about the same propor 
tien of soluble substances as the anthracite ashes 
bat is superior to them io the per ceutage of lime 
and of potash and soda, which it contains. It is 
therefore also of some importance. 

Whee we consider, according to the above 
analysis and statements, that in -very ton of cova! 
ash that is wasted, we throw away from 100 t& 
150 Iba. of valuable materials, more valuable by 
far than an equal bulk of our ordinary manures 
we perceive plainly that the farmers have not un 
derstoo’ their true interest ia letting this waste 
Go on. 

These ashes can bo applied with advantage as 
& top dressing on grass land, or as mixed in « 
compost; they would also be of service when 
throws into tanks and bellows, to absorb liquid 
manures.
